RxaPKTTED A uditors :—We are told in the 
good book, which 1 trust yon all love and of­ 
ten read, (hat on a certain occasion there was 
a large and noisy assemblage o f people in the 
anaient city of Ephesus, which the Town Clerk 
dispersed, because they mete in danger of be­ 
ing cited before the civil authorities, as there 
was “no canse whereby they could give an ac­ 
count of this concourse.” 
Now it is true, our meeting is more orderly 
than was that of Ephesus, And in this ftue coun­ 
try, we are in no danger o f W ag caHed to ac­ 
count for the Roise that is made to-day (if un­ 
fortunately our music should by any be m ista­ 
ken for iiomo ;) yet it is always prujier, to hare 
a clear idea of the reasou of our actions, if not 
to answer to a h um an tribunal, yet to a high­ 
er one, to onr conscience and our God. 
If ineti 1 should interrogate yon, why yon 
are assembled here to-day, some of you would 
reply: We have come to cultivate muric ; 
others, we have come to enjoy the pleasures 
of a’ musical entertainment; and others still, 
tie have come to spend a social hour with 
friends and acquaintances. 
Should yon cx- 
peot me, as the uppoiuted Bpeaker of tlie occa­ 
sion, fo auswer this question, I wonlil say : 
Gentlemen, your replioo, though various, are 
all correct; but they aro too subjective.— 
There is another reason that underlies ail 
these, and it is th is: “ IKe arc here to-day, be­ 
cause God is goixl. ” 
Should this solution appear remote or ob­ 
scure, let ut analyze it ana yuu will all under­ 
stand, will all assent. 
We reduce it to tbe following propositions : 
1. It is God who taught our orgausto artic­ 
ulate ; 
2. It is God, who tanqht onr minds to dis­ 
cern and enjuv the relations of Hound ; and 
3. It is God, who taught us to apply this fac­ 
ulty to useful purposes of life. 
Now as God implanted into our mental 
Itnictnrc a desire and an innate impetus to 
Seek the pleasure, which this faculty affords; 
and as hi* goodness prompted him to do till 
this; thercforo we are here lo-daj because 
Gu<i it good. 
I. Our first inquiry therefore is : Did lhe 
Creator confer on tu such an organic struc­ 
ture as to imiicatc ilt muiúutl design 1 
01 tliia there can be no doubt. 
God so form­ 
ed tis, that the organs of mar, can make a cer­ 
tain circuit of elementary sounds, rowel, gut­ 
tural, dental and labial, which constitute the 
oral alphabet of language, and combined into 
' wordr servo to express our thoughts. 
As 
these organs of speech are alike Jn dRm en, 
these elementary sounds, or oral alphabetic let­ 
ters mad» by them, are also nearly alike ir. all 
language*, although their written names and 
their combination into words, are very differ­ 
ent. 
Theso sound*, when combined 
into 
words, fortb human language, which is and 
«Ter has been tbe universal and niovt impor­ 
tant vehicle of thought amongst mea in all 
ages and ualions. 
But they are designed nnd 
may be employed for another purpose, which 
is of inferior, yet o f grew* importooeo.— 
By being pronounced variously in regard to 
time, pitch, and force of utterance, tbe differ­ 
ent notes constitute music; and you all know­ 
how the feelings of the heart are excited by 
Binging, and by iostrumontal music, whicn 
consist of the same variety of notes. 
These notes diner from each other chiefly in 
being higher or lower, that is, coarser or finer, 
graver or more acute; which difference is 
made by the different vibrations of the elastic 
membrane at the top of tlie windpipe of men 
and other animals, aad of strings or wires ia 
stringed iuslrumcuis. 
By various most inter­ 
esting experiments, conducted mainly by aid 
of instruments invented for this purpose, it 
has been.established, that the range uf sensi- 
bilitv of the ear for musical sounds, extends 
from seven ribhations to £4,000 per second I 
* There are other flections of the vocal organa, 
which together wiih the relation of the notes 
Ur time and force of utterance, distinguish the 
music as grave or cheerful, as soft or food, 
ascending, descending, die. 
’ 
Some irrational animalt can execute notes 
more grave or acute than man. 
The liou can 
sound a deeper base, and the ’.¡third a higher 
and finer note than we. 
Some birds can give 
a warbling tone to th*ir notes, not fully attain­ 
able by the human voice. 
Who does not re­ 
member the universal admiration, with which 
the far-famed Jenny Lind was heard, in her 
f almost supernatural imitation* of the warbling 
of feathered songsters, especially in her bird­ 
song, which filled with ecstacies the admiring 
thousands that crowded her performances? 
The science of music is based on the elas­ 
ticity of the almosphcreg and the impressions 
m am on it by the vibrations of musical strings 
or pipes, or of tho elastic membrane at tbe top 
of the singer’s windpipe. The number and 
freqnean of vibratious and consequent souse- 
ness or fineness of the notes depend on tbe 
length, thickness and tension ol the strings.— 
Mach human voice is capable of making with 
ease seven separate and distinct notes, each 
higher, or finer, or more shrill than the other. 
Female voices are fiuer-than those of moles.— 
The key note, with which females naturally 
begin to speak or sing, is eight notes, or ait 
octave, higher than that of moles. 
But whilst 
the human voice cau naturally make little 
more than ono octave of notes with ease, vari­ 
ous musical instruments are so constructed as 
to make many more octaves. 
Thus ordinary 
piano fortes coiitaiu seven repetitions of these 
seven notes, that is, seven octaves. 
On string­ 
ed instruments each one of all these forty-nine 
notes, is caused and distinguished by a per­ 
ceptible difference in tho vibrations of the 
strings, arising from tbeir length, thickness 
and tension. 
Cords and discord* arise from 
thesu vibrations of different notes, striking the 
M r together, or at different and irregular 
limes. 
When they strik e’die ear at the same 
instant, the effect is pleasant and is termed & 
eord; when nt different and irregular times 
they make a discord, which jars the ear. 
On 
this general scale of forti-niue or more notes 
(7 octaves ) the loaer class of notes is termed 
the bass, the tenor or air the next higher class, 
then the alto, and finally the treble or highest 
class. 
Yet neither of these classes or. part* is 
absolutely confined to anj- one octave, but each 
one occasionally runs into higher or lower 
notes. 
The question here arises, are there 
not, properly speaking, only srrcn radical notes 
in nature, namely, those made by the tenor 
voice, or natural pitch; and aro uot the other 
higher and lower octave* of notes only repeti­ 
tions of’the natural octave, byr voices or instru­ 
ments of higher or lower pitch ? 
We leave 
the decision to those who have made the 
philosophy of music their apocial study. 
II. L et us now inquire into that musical 
faculty whlfch God has implanted into our 
minds, iu order that wo might be enabled to 
enjoy and play on those various musical in­ 
struments, which he has attached to our bo- 
diee, and scattered far and wide over the mate­ 
rial world. This talent is an iniejpal part of 
the human mind. 
Although it is found ia 
every paaeible gradation, from tbe musical 
genius of a Beethoven, a Haydn, a Handel and 
a Moaart, to the untutocad uqm m caux, who 


scarcely knows what music is; yet none arc 
entirely destitute of it. 
Ask even the man 
who professes to have no musical sense at all, 
whether be does not take pluaaure in the affec­ 
tionate toees of a beloved tutor or mother’s 
voice; and bit confession will involve the 
truth, that he is not totally insensible to the 
influence ot sound. 
. 
This talent, like all others, is susceptible of 
cultivation. 
8ometimee also it is enhanced 
by loss of eight; for it ia an acknowledged fact 
ia psychology, that the loss ot one eenee adds 
acutesese to the operations of tbe others,— 
Music has accordingly been a favorite ind 
successful study with the blind; and some of 
them have reached an extraordinary delicacy 
of ear. 
Thus the celebrated blind mattoma- 
ticiaa, Dr. Saunderson, pould readily distin­ 
guish the fifth part of a note, arid would 
nave become an eminent musician, had he not 
preferred to devote his life to mathematics. 
Bnt is it not wonderful that the mind or man 
should receive thoughts and feelings from cer­ 
tain vibrations of the atmosph.-re, caused by 
the hnman voice or some stringed or wind in­ 
strument t 
Y et the laws and resalta ot these 
vibrations are reduced to a science, whose dis­ 
cussions and principles arc marked by mathe­ 
matical precision, whilst tbe cords anil dis­ 
cords can be witnessed by the eye in the coin­ 
cidence or conflict of tho vibrations ou a mu­ 
sical string. 
*> 
A string or wire made to vibrate two hun­ 
dred and forty limes, will produce the note C, 
or Do. which coincides with the note on which 
a man naturally begins to speak or sing, be­ 
cause in making this sound the membrane at 
the top of his windpipe makes the same num­ 
ber of vibrations. 
Place your finger ou the 
middle of this string, dividing it into two equal 
parts, and each part will vibrate twice os of­ 
ten in a second as the whole string did, name­ 
ly 480 times, and the note thus made by each 
half of tho string, will be sin octave higher than 
thnt made by the whole. 
It is remarkable 
that all notes which a-e octave* of each other, 
that is, are eight notes apart, harmonize and 
prcxluce a pleasant imprcssiou on the mind, 
probably because all strings when struck, vi- 
nmte 
not only 
in one 
ellipse 
between 
the two ends, but have also au 
inferior 
vibration from ¿fie middle to each end. 
And 
even within these inferior vibrations, other vi­ 
brations still smaller are made by sub-divis­ 
ions of the string. 
Thus the seven notes are 
made by the sub-divisions of a string. 
But it 
is very remarkable that whilst the octave of 
any note, is made by cutting into halves the 
string that makes it. the intermediate notes of 
that octave are not made by further bisections, 
but by cutting the slrir.g into unequal parts 
marked out by the sub-vibration of the longer 
string, namely into 3rds and fiths and Ktlis, 
not into 4ths and Gtlis and 7ths I 
And it is e­ 
qually remarkable that the human voice ex­ 
hibits a tendency to change on tbe same cords, 
namely on 3rds, jilis and 8ths a* is witnessed 
in the city cries of fisUcr-woxcu, oyster-meu aad 
chimney sweeps I 
The elements of music arc thus impressed 
on the atmosphere arouud our entire glabc, 
and together willi its implements are furnished 
by the Creator for man, for birds and other ani­ 
mals, whenever they choose to employ thrm. 
Here we see that God is the author of music, 
and the capacity to derive pleasure from-mu­ 
sical sounds, is a striking proof of his good­ 
ness. 
God could have made ns capable of 
language, without deriving any pleasure of 
sound. 
As in the organs of taste, he might 
have so formed us, that hanger would drive us 
to eat and thirst to drink, without our deriving 
pleasure from either, 
but ha* supcnuldcd 
pleasure to both ; so also he added the pleas­ 
ures of music to the sense of bearing, showing 
that the design of making life a slate of happi­ 
ness to r 11 tgptieut creatures, entered into bis 
original creative plan, 
* 
This structure of the earth, with its elastic 
Atmosphere of 40 or 50 mile* depth around it, 
presents it os one grand musical instrument, 
with myriad* of rational and irrational aiifinal* 
over its surface p'nyiug on it, and drnwiug 
forth streams of pleasure in the tones and har­ 
monies, the symphonies and melodies of which 
it is capable. 
On artificial pianos wu play 
duets, but here is a grand piano, the workman­ 
ship of God, on which millions uf men and 
birds and other animals can play together, 
whenever and wherever they pleiue, and praise 
that august Being, who taught Ibcir organs to' 
articulate, and their minds to perceive and sp- 
precíate the relations of sound. 
Bat music is 
of earlier date that even the creatiua itself— 
Tbe ’morningstars existed.beforo it, and sang 
together, whilst all the sons of God shouted for 
joy when earth's foundations were laid. 
And 
if, as we have some reason to believe, and as 
Sir Isaac Newton himself conjectured, other 
planets or worlds are constructed likeour own, 
we may regard the myriads of worlds which fill 
the regions of space Iu one great harmoni­ 
cen, carrying on a grand united concert, as 
they revolve in their orbits, “forever singing 
aa they shine, the hand that made us is divine.” 
It appears then that music is a native of 
every clime, and has been found in all ages 
and nations. 
Among the antediluvians we 
hear of musical instruments constructed by 
J u bal, the father of harps and pipes ;* (Jen. 4, 
21. 
Among the Hebrews music was employ­ 
ed in religious worship, as well as at secular 
and social celebrations, bat its nature seems 
to have been little more than a recitative chant. 
They bad no musical notatiun or nutcs, ex­ 
cept a mere accent, and the well-known selah 
in the Psalms, which indicated a pause or re- 
G 
tition, or tome other musical movement.— 
Europe musical notes were not used until 
affier the 11th century. 
The Bnglish monk, Dunsian, in the 
teoth oentury, is thought to havu compas­ 
ad tbe first piece of music, in which the 
several parts are carried aii^eimultaneous- 
ly. ' In modern times th e' Italians, Ger­ 
mans and French have most distinguished 
themselves iu this department. 
Special 
advantages resulted to this science from 
the fact, that in tbe middle ages it was in­ 
cluded in the quadrivium, and studied as 
a regular part of the Academio cou|se of 
education. 
Tho use of written marks or 
notes to designate musical tones, was im­ 
proved and brought into general use by 
.John de Muris iu the 14th century. 
B ut 
it has been only within a century that mu­ 
sic has been reduced to mathematical precis­ 
ion, and discussed as one of the exact 
sciences, chiefly by the labors of Huygens, 
Navean, Rameau and Euler. 
In our own 
age the science of musio has been brought 
to great perfection, whilst vocal musio as s 
practical art, is beginning to command gen­ 
eral attention among all classes, and is re­ 
garded as a necessary part especially of a 
com plate female education. 
II I. B ut let us hasten to inquire, to 
what useful purposes can musio be applied. 
Let it be remembered that music is not 
an end, but a means, and should be em­ 
ployed at such times and to such extent, 
as the oontemplatod end dictates. 
The 
person who spends all his time at musio, 
— • Pipes, but not organs as ffir common 
version readers it, for organs w«M sot inven­ 
ted until the 7th o r o e n t u r y . 


either vocal or instrumental, unless it be 
for professional purposes, makes it an end 
instead of a means. He th tu wastes much 
time given him for other purposes, aad 
neglects the active duties of life. 
Even Miss Hannah Moore warns young 
~ 
ladies not to devote too ranch time to music, 
to tho neglect of domestic dutiee. 
Music 
should be employed to soothe and oheer us in 
adversity, to relieve the mind by diverting it 
(com severer studies or avocations of fife, and 
to aid us in elevating our fi el inca of gratitude 
and love to God, in onr daily devotiuns. 
But 
many, it is to be feared, abuse this wuuderful 
liilen! to purposes cf levity and revelry and 
debauchery, to the eternal ruin of their souls. 
. 
Music in itself has no moral character, 
and may bo applied .‘o sinful as well as holy 
purposes. 
I t affords us no knowledge 
either religious or secular; it only excites 
feelingB, and becomes sinful or holy when 
connected with thoughts sacred or profane. 
’ 
Noro. the princo of imperial tyrants, was pas­ 
sionately fond and stndious of musio. 
It 
is a well known fact, that tho musical 
bands, which traverse tho land, and per­ 
form at operas and theatres both in this 
oountry and in Europe, are by no means 
among tho most moral portions of the oom- 
inanity. 
Musio may properly be omployod a sa 
means of education, to cultivate tho finer 
feelings of our nature. 
I t has often been 
used to calm the raving maniac, to cheer 
the melancholy, a n te v e n to tame and 
quiet the wild beasts of a menagerie. 
It 
richly deserves to be regarded os a proper ’ 
branch of popular education. 
Singing 
should bo generally introduced among th s 
1 
daily exercises of our tree school*, and ia- * 
strumental music muy justly claim a rea­ 
sonable portion of atteution in female oda» 
cation. 
M (Die tends to reader more acute 
tho sensibilities of our nature, to impress 
on the mind the sentiments to which it is 
played or 3ung, and to enlist our. feelings 
. 
in behalf of them. 
And whilst our secu­ 
lar “ social lyres” and fth er music books,# 
contain many sentiments whioh the true 
- 
Christian must deplore* especially such as 
excite admiration for mere military bra- ' 
very, for war and blood-shed, as well ss 
’ 
feelings bordering on licentiousness; yet, 
as a wholo, the sentiments embodied iu 
tho most respectable and generally used 
' 
works of this class, may be regarded as 
favorable to virtue, and the nobler feelings ~ 
of our nature. 
Here it affords me pleasure to bear testi­ 
mony to the moral character of the mtuicaU-y , 
bands of oar town and vicinity, so far as my ip 
knowledge extends; aud especially to the sing­ 
ing schools assembled here to-day. The de- - 
sign of these schools is to cultivate sacred 
music, to prepare the pstpila to apply tho 
musical talents which God hat given them to 
the praise of tbe great Author of music, and ‘ 
to prepare them tu nnite intelligently and ap­ 
propriately in the publie devotions of the sane- 
tuary, as well as in the social worship of tbe 
family. Those schools, when conducted with ’ 
the propriety and decorum, which we are as- ’ 
snred are always maintained by Professor 
Harry, are not only n source of rational enjoy- . 
mcnt, and a means of preserving tbe yoong 
from vicious associations, but of cultivating ' 
the higher, the religions feelings of onr nature, 
whilst the sacred truths thus imbedded in tho ' 
heart, cannot (ail to prove a blessing through 
life. 
• 
. 
A gain; music may appropriately be employ­ 
ed to enliven and entertain the social cuela, 
after the graver and more important duties of 
the day have been dispatched. 
But here also 
it ia a reproach to Christian famil¡e«j that 
whole evenings are often spent in listening to 
mere secular music, whilst Zion’s aougf^nro ■ 
forgotten.

How mnch more noble and consistent was 
the conduct of the British nobleman's dgugh- ~ 
ter, of whom the following thrilliug incident 
is related: Her father was a wealthy man of 
the world, and derived his pleasoresfrom biu 
riches, bis honors and his friends. Hie 
daughter was the idol of bis heart. Much 
had been expended in her education, and well 
did she repay by her intellectual ondowmeoto 
the solicitude of her parents. She was high­ 
ly accomplished, amiable in her dispoutuni 
and winning in her manner*. But they were 
all strangers to God. A t length the daugh­ 
ter attcnaod a Methodist moating in London, 
wns deeply awakened and soon happily con­ 
verted.

ed in religious worship, as well as at. secular 
and social celebrations, but its nature seems 
to have been lUtle inorethanarecitativechant.

the human voice can naturally make little 
more than one octave of notes with ease, vari- 
ous musical instruments are so constructed as 
to make many more octaves. Thus ordinary 
piano-fortes contain seven repetitions of these 
seven notes, that is. seven octaves.

ed instruments each one of all these fotly-iiiue 
notes, is caused and distinguished by a per- 
ceptible dill'erence in the vibrations of Ihe 
strings, arising from their length, thickness 
and tension. 
Cords and discords arise from 


these vibrations of dift'erput notes, striking llie 
ear tonelher, or al dilferent and 
L'ular 


times. 
When they strike Uie car at the same 


instant, the ell'ect. is pleasant and is termed a 
eord; when at different and irregular 
times 


they make a discord, which jars the ear. Ou 
this general scale of fortr-niue. or more notes 
(7 ociaves,) the lower class of notes is termed 
llie bass, tiic tenor or air the next higher class, 
then the alto, and finally the treble or highest 
class. Yet neither of these classes or pans is 
absolutely confined tc any one octave, but each 
one occasionally runs iulo higher or lower 
notes. The question here arises, are there 
not, properly speaking, only seren radical notes 
in nulure, namely, these made by the lenor 
voice, or natural pitch i and are not th'» other 
higher and lower octaves of notes only repeti- 
tions of the natural octave, by voices or iiiBlru- 
incuts of higher or lower pitch ? 
We leave 


the decinion to those who have made the 
philosophy of music their special study. 


II. Let us now inquire into that musical 


faculty whfcb. GoJ has implanted inlo our 
aiiuds, iu order that we might be enabled to 
enjoy and play ou those various musical in- 
struments, which he has attached to our bo-- 
dies, and scattered far and wide over the mate- 
rial world. This talent is an integral part of 
the human mind. 
Although it is found iu 


every possible gradation, from thu musical 
genius of a Beethoven, a Ilaydn, a Handel and 
a Musart, to Iho untutored lisquimcuux, who 


cepta mere accent, and the well-known sciali 
iu the Psalms, which iudic.Ued a pause, or re- 
pelilion, or some other musical movement. — 
in Europe musical notes were not used until 
after the 1 1th century. 


The English monk, Dunalnn, in the 


tenth century, is thought to have compos- 
ed the first piece of music, in which the 
several parts are carried 
ly. ' In modern times the Italians, Ger- 
mans and French have most distinguished 
themselves in this department. 
Special 


advantages resulted to this science i'rom 
the fact," that in the middle ages it was in- 
cluded in the qmidrivium, and studied as 
ii regular part of the Academic course of 
education. 
The use of writleu marks or 


notes to designate musical tones, was im- 
proved and brought into general use by 
John dc Muris in the 1-Uh century. 
Hut 


it has been only within a century that mu- 
sic lias been reduced to mathematical precis- 
ion, and discussed as one of the exact 
sciences, chiefly by the labors of llurgens; 
Savcau, llamcau and Kuler. 
In our own 


age the science of music has been brought 
to great perfection, whilst vocal music as a 
practical art, is beginning to command gen- 
eral attention among all classes, and is re- 
garded as a necessary part especially of a 
complete female education. 


III. But let us hasten to inquire, to 


what useful purposes can music beapplicd. 


Let it be remembered that music is not 


an end, but a means, and should be em- 
ployed at such times and to such extent, 
as the contemplated end dictates.

person who spends all his time at music,
